Workman, Worts, and Woodside, gentle- 
men of charactery and standing in a position 
to know what was done by Mr, King, and 
their statement fully cerroborates what I| 
heard stated on good authority while in 
Montreal, and the facts brought to light by 
their statements, show plainly that it is not 
only high time for the business men of 
Hastings to move, but also for those of | 
every county in Ontario, in order to remedy | 
the evils of our present Banking system, 

J will now proceed to abow the relative 
position of the Commercial Bank and the} 
Bank of Montyeal, on the 90th September, 
only twenty-one days before the suspension | 
of the former, The Commercial Bank 
shows assets to the amount of $9,140,982; 
liabilities, $4,657,048, Deducting that 
amount leaves balance of assets, $4,480,984. 
The Bank of Montreal shows, assets, $19,- 
957,040; liabihties, $12,259,146. Assets 
over liabilities, $7,697,894. By this state- 
ment it is shown that the Commercial Bank 
only lacked $176,114 of having double the 
‘amount of assets over liabilities, while the 
Bank of Montreal’ lacked $4,561,252 of 
having double the amount of assets ‘over 
liabilities. This shows, while the Com- 
mercial Bank bad«within $837,528 of half 
the amount of capital of the Bank of Mon- 
trenl, that the liabiities of the latter 
exceeded those of the Commercial by 
$4,385,138, or according to the assets, nearly 
$4,000,000 in exceas of the Commercial. 
From these figures could there be anything 
more certain than that by the official state- 
ment of the 80th September last, the Com- 
mercial stood on as safe footing as the 
Montreal itself, * 

It is true that the statement of Messrs, 
Holton and others shows that the Com- 
mercial had a large amount locked up in 
the Detroit and Milwaukee Railroad, suy 
$1,800,000, together with a large amount 
of bad debts; that they advised a depre- 
ciation of the stock from 100 to 60 per 
cent per share, in order to insure the stock- 
holders a dividend of-four per cent on the 
depreciated stock, yet this was no reason 
why the bills of the Bank or its deposit 
receipts were not good. It only showed 
that these gentlemen in their report wished 
to deal fairly by the stockholders, who 
could be the only losers in case of the fail- 
ure of the Baok and the winding up of its 
concerns. Their course was an honorable 
one, and should commend them to the 
public, and their frank, open report ought 
to haye given confidence to bill holders 
and depositors, instead of causing & panic 
and arun upon the Bank. But throwing 
out the Detroit and Milwaukee bonds as 
wholly useless, the Commercial would still 
stand on as good a footing, a8 to assets, as 
the Montreal Bank. 


While we have an open and frank state- 
ment of the affairs of the Commercial 
Bank, the public are in the dark as to what 
the assets of the Bank of Montreal are 
made up of. The public does not know 
but they are in as bad a state as the Detroit 
and Milwaukee bonds; that the other bad 
debta are as numerous in proportion to the 
assets of the Bank us those of the Com- 
mercial. Of these we know nothiag, 
therefore the public stand in no safer one 
tion to-day as regards the Bank of Hy ‘ont— 
real than they did six weeks ago 10 reference 
to the Commercial itself.

Garibaldi’s headquarters in 
the field is placed ata point facing Rome, and 
in full view of the Eternal City, There are 
no Papal troops between us and Rome, as the 
soldiers of the Pope, who have been steadily 
falling back, have retreated within the line of 
the fortifications of the city. Before their 
retirement from the field, they burned all the 
buildings in their rear.

The Ocean Race from China, |» 


Intelligence received by Jolin M‘Cunn, | 
Esq., Greenock, intimates the arrival in 
the Downs, on Stinday; of his clipper ship 
Sir Lancelot, in 96 days from Shanghae,— 
This is a somewhat remarkable passage 
from the fact thtat Shahghae is about 600 
miles farther away thay Foo-choo-foo, and 
the Sir Lancelot did not leave till the 
middle of June, while the Maitland, Serica, 
Fiery Cross, Whiteadder, Ziba "Taitsinjr, 
Flying Spur, and Black Prince, all left 
Foo-choo-foo between. the 81st May and 
10th June, and none of the vessels have ye 
come in, Eyen the Taeping and Ariel have 
been left in the shade by the passage jot 
the Sir Lancelot. The Sir Lancelot is a 
vessel of 885 tons, and was built by Messrs, 
Steele in 1865, She is commanded by 
Captain Robinson, formerly of the Fiery 
Cross. On the outward passage, in going | 
down Channel, she lost some of her spars, 
and had to go into Falmouth to refit. The 
yoyage from Falmouth to Shanghae ana 
back to London has only occupied seven 
months and twenty days, including deten- 
tion in the country. Other two of these 
clippers have since arrived at Gravesend, 
The Fiery Cross, 800 tons, Capt. Kirkup, 


built by Challoner & Co. at Liverpool in| 


1860, arrived on Sunday night; and the 
Ariel, 750 tons, Capt. Keay, built by 

Steele & Co. in 1865, arrived on Monday, 
The Fiery Cross left Foo-choo-foo on the 
Sth June, and the Ariel the same port or 

the 13th June. The Taeping and the Ariel 
have thus made the passage in the same 
number of days, the former having left 
nine days before the latter, and arrived 
nine days before her. The following report 
by Captain Robinson, of the Sir Lancelot, 
shows that her unprecedented passage was 
not owing to her having the advantage of 
more fayorable winds than the other yeasels, 
but to the rare sailing capacities of the 
yessel and the ability of her commander,—

By the system ot making one 
local bank the agent of another bank, they 
offer equal facilities for the transaction of 
business with distant points as are offered 
by branch agencies of larger institutions, 
They are capable of being managed econo- 
mically, and are altogether worthy of trial 
wherever the requisite banking facilities do 
not already exist,” | 


The Ottawa Citizen says “there is much 
force in the reasoning of the Zntelligencer, 
A local bank, sustained by local means, 
and confining its operations to its own near 
neighborhood, would probably avoid those 
hazardous speculations in real estate and 
Railway finance which crippled the re- | 
sources of the Bank of Upper Canada and 
the Commercial Bank. At all events, the 
actions of a Local Bank’s Directors would } 
be under the direct observation of the 
stockholders, and this fact would practi- 
cally operate in fayor of a cautious policy. 
The dividend sheets of a Local Bank might 
not look quite so well as those of Banks 
engaged in larger fields, but then the 
majority of stockholders would probably 
be satistied to know that a moderate divi- 
dend was a good inflication of «a safe and 
legitimate business.’

A fearful conflagration has destroyed | pyyPORTERS & MANUFACTURERS, | Consulting and Analytical Chemist, 


more than 800 houses of the small town of 
Youngorstard, in Saxony, Two remarkable 
episodes are related in reference to this fire. 
On the top of the church tower, in a small 


room, lived a man with his wife and two | 


children, a boy of twelve and a girl of ten 
{Tis business was to cry out the hours, to 
ring the bells for marriages, baptisms, and 
burials, and to sound the alarm in case of 
his observing any fire, On the 10th of 
August he was at his post, with his wife 
and daughter, when at about nine o'clock 
in the morning he observed at the end of 
the town, a thick and ominous-looking } 
cloud of smoke rising from a barn adjoin- | 
ing a small house. The eyes of the whole 
family were at once turned to this spot.— | 
The bell ringer immediately sounded the 
alarm, and the fire, stimulated by the wind, 
and finding an easy prey in houses covered | 
with shingles or thatch, spread with such | 
alarming rapidity that in less than half an 
hour, twency houses were destroyed. At 
this moment the son of the bell-ringer 
arrived panting with haste, having ran 
home from school like his schoolfellows.— | 
The father, uneasy at the rapid progress of 
the flames, and thinking of saving his 
little property, gave the bellrope to his son, | 
and with the help of the mother hastened | 
to put together his modest amount of 
moveables and carry them to a place of 
safety. Meantime the fire had reached the 
houses surrounding the church, and the | 
flames began to lick the sides of the church 
and eyen of the tower. The two children | 
saw their danger, their glances royed with 
terror over a sea of flame and smoke, but 
they felt a consciousness of duty; they 
remained at the post which had been 
entrusted to them, ‘They rang, and rang | 
on. “If men,” said they, ‘do not hear, 
Heayen will.” Suddenly the ringer and | 
his wife returned to the gate of the tower; 
they tried to enter, but were forced to turn 
back—the tower, the stairs, the roof, were 
on fire. They screamed and wrung their 
hands, when suddenly the tocsin ceased to 
sound. A fearful crash was heard, and the 
tower fell, crushing the four victims. The 
second episode was not less interesting.— 
An idiot, who was watching languidly the | 
progress of the flames, suddenly heard the 
cries of a mother who in her distress had 
forgotten in ‘her blazing dwelling her 
daughter of three yearsofage. ‘Tbe flames 
were at the time bursting through the | 
windows. The poor child was screaming 
with fright, but no one tried to saye her. 
The idiot rushed into the house, and, | 
seizing the child by her blazing garments, | 
threw her from a window into her 
mother’s arms, and fell a moment after, his

Garibaldi’s force did not know this, and were 
marching towards the same point, singing 
When they arrived at Metana

ued fiercely for over an hour. In the hottest 
part of the engagement Garibaldi had to be 
dragged away from the battle. His troops 
suffered loss and retreated towards 
Monte Rotundo, pursued by the soldiera of 
the Pope. Here the fight was renewed, and 
continued over two hours, when the Garibal- 
dian retreat became an utter rout. It is 
believed that Garibaldi had 900 men killed 
and wounded and 1,000 made prisoners. Me- 
notti Garibaldi was slightly wounded.

Reciprocity with Canada, 


Since the Congress of the United States 
of America, and the Parliament of the 
United Provinces of America will each be 
in session betore the close of the current 
month, it is gertainly'a hopeful sign when 
the journals of both countries voluntarily 
return to the subject, and advocate the 
early revival of the commercial treaty | 
which for ten years so rapidly developed | 
the resources of these two neighboring and | 
kindred communities, Although two years | 
have not yet elapsed since the Government 
at Washington declined to continue in| 
force this mutually beneficial treaty of | 
commerce, we now find a disposition on all 
sides here to entersain the question afresh, 
And this state of things has not been 
brought about without real causes. With 
the first flush of victory, the dominant 
and highly protective party of the Re-| 
public was exceedingly arrogant and self- | 
willed, This party had taken advantage | 
of the actual monetary necessities of the 
nation to adopt their highly protective 
tariffs, and in the hour of victory they as 
readily took advantage of a popular but 
transient irritation, to repeal an undoubted- 
ly beneficial treaty. The confiding yeo 
manry of the country were led to believe 
that Canadian products were glutting the | 
American markets, and that the foreigner 
was accordingly reaping the full benefits of | 
‘their prosperity (!) without sharing any of 
the burdens of their taxation. The free 
navigation of the St. Lawrence and the 
participation in the Atlantic coast fisheries | 
counted as nothing, when compared with | 
the advantages of an American market for | 
Canadian cereals, wool and lumber. It was 
of no account that the Canadian shipper | 
paid tribute to the Erie Canal and the| 
leading railways of the Eastern and central 
States of the Republic; of no account that | 
Osuadian merchants exchanged their raw | 
materials, and hurd earned products of the 
field and forest for the wooden nutmegs and 
gaudy fineries of inventive New England, 
so long as spread-eagle orators—led on by 
the Secretary of foreign real estate bureau at | 
Washington told the people that the * Ca: | 
nadians were all ripe for annexation,” and 
only required this last geatle commercial | 
pressure to rush to the arms of “Uncle Sam.” 
But how sadly have those confiding listeners | 
been deceived! The New England mann- 
facturer of boots and shoes, “ Yankee 
notions,” &c., now finds that. offering his | 
wares in Canada is like sending coals to | 
Newcastle. The leather tanneries on the 
St. Lawrence find a ready and profitable 
market for all they can produce, some so

Grand 
and magnificent as the assortinent of plate 
is, our readers will be astonished to hear 
that yery little of it is old or curious, most 
of the plate used by former sovereigns 
haying been melted down and remodelled 
by George IV.; very much of it, conse- 
quently, is tawdry, and rococo, as might 
naturally be expected from the’ author .of 
the Pavillion at Brighton. One exception, 
however, to the above rather sweeping 
statement must be made—in favor of the 
plate which belonged’ to Frederick, Prince 
of Wales; this is exceedingly massive, 
solid, and in good taste: and by some 
chance or other it was spared by George IV. 
_ DRAINED Rats.—A manin Paris is ex- 
hibiting a wonderful collection ot trained 
rats, The name of this Rarey of the rat 
race is Antione Leonard. If the former 
succeeded in breaking in the worst temper- 
ed brute ever created, Leonard, in three 
weeks certainly accomplishes the difficult 
task of inculcating habits of obedience on 
the biggest rats that ever ran, His favor. 
ite scene of action are’some cross alleys in

THE GOVERNOR'S SPEECH, 


Orrawa, Nov. 7th, 1867 

His Excellency the Governor General, at 
three o'clock, p. m., this day, proceeded in 
state to the Chamber of the 8 
Parliament Buildings, and took his seat upon 
the throne, His Excellency commanding the 
attendance of the House of Commons. The 
members of that body, preceded by their 
Speaker, the Honorable James Cockburn, 
then informed His Excellency that the choice 
of the House of Commons had fallen upon 
him to be their Speaker, and he prayed for 
the members thereof the customary Parlia 
mentary privilege: His Excellency 
delivered the following speech :—

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate, Gentlemen 
of the House of Commons : 


In addressing for the first time the Parlia- 
mentary Representatives of the Dominion of 
Canada, I desire to give expression to my own 
deep feeling of gratification that it has been 


my high privilege to occupy an official posi-| (yey 
tion, which has made it my duty to assist at | 


every step taken in the creation of this Great 
Confedeaation. : 


TI congratulate you on the Legislative sanc 
tion which has been given by the Imperial 
Parliament to the Act of Union,-under the 
provisions of which we are now assembled, 
and which has laid the foundation of a new | 
Nationality, that I trust and believe will, ere | 
long, extend its bounds from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Ocean. 


In the discussions which preceded the in 
-troduction of this measure in the Imperial | 


Parliament, between the Members of Her | = 


Majesty's Government, on the one side, and 
the Delegates, who represented the Provinces | 
now_united, on the other—it was apparent to | 
all those who took part in those Conferences, 
that, while Her Majesty’s Ministers considered 
and pressed the principle of Union as a sub- 
ject of great imperial interest, they allowed 
to the Provincial Representatives every free- 
dom in arranging the mode in which that | 
principle should be applied. 


In a similar spirit of respect for your privi- 
leges, as a free and self-governing People, the 
Act of Union, as adopted by the Imperial | 
Parliament, imposes the duty and confers 
upon you the right of reducing to .practice 
the system of Government, which it has called 
into existence, of consolidating its  institu- 
tions—harmonizing its administrative details, | 
and of making such legislative provisions as | 
will secure to a constitution, in some respects, 
novel, a full, fair and unprejudiced trial. 


With the design of effecting these ob-| 
jects, measures will be laid before you for the 
amendment and assimilation of the Laws now 
existing in the several Provinces relating to 
Currency, Customs, Excise,and Revenue gen- 
erally,—for the adoption of an uniform Postal 
System,—for the proper management and 
maintenance of the Public Works and Prop. 


a well considered scheme of Militia Organiza- | 
tion’ and Defence,—for the proper administra- | 
tion of Indian affairs,—for the introduction | 
of uniform Laws respecting Patents of Inven- 

tion and Discovery,—the Naturalization of | 
Aliens,—and the assimilation of the Criminal | 
Law andthe Laws relating to Bankruptcy | 
and Insolyency. | 


A measure will also be submitted to you, 
for the performance of the duty imposed upon 
Canada under the terms of the Union Act, of 
immediately constructing the Intercolonial 
Railway.

Grain at- Chicago, 


The Chicago J'ribune has the following 
remarks in regard to the accumulation of 
grain at that centre :— 


“The accumulation of grain, particular- 
Jy wheat, at this point is attracting the 
bankers and others in financial circles, and 
there is (a growing disposition to ‘shut 
down’ on making loans on grain to be held 
here for speculative purposes. There must 
now be fully one and one quarter million 
bushels wheat here, whichrepresents nearly 
two millions of dollars. Add the amount 
loaned on the other grains, and the total 
sum will foot up in the neighbourhood of 
three millions—more than one half of the 
banking capital of the city. The packing 
season 18 opening, and some six or seyen 
houses are already at work, and by the 
middle of the month, all will be in full 
blast. To meet the requirements of the 
packers and supply the wants of the mer- 
cantile community, is in itselt a task ot 
herculean proportions, and in order to do 
it successfully there mnst be less money 
locked up in grain. The balance of trade 
fayors the Bast, which ought not to be the 
case at this time. There remains only a 
short season of navigation— say four weeks 
at the outside—and every exertion ought 
to.be made to go into winter quarters with 
asmall stock of grain in store, The daily 
receipts through the winter will steadily 
enlarge the stock, and at the opening of

Mr. Galt said there were two motives which 
actuated him in taking the step he did—per- 
sonal interests and personal feelings, Of the 
first he should say nothing, but with regard 
to the second motive, personal feeling, he al 
luded to the failure which had recently oc- 
curred in Ontario. He had not been able to 
conceal from himself that the tendencies of 
public sentiment in that great and important 
province had been adverse to him personally. 
He had not failed to observe the injustice— 
if not the injustice the misconstruction, if 
not the misconstruction the misapprehension 
—with which ‘his views and actions had been 
regarded in that province, He had seen in 
the public press his name coupled with the 
ruin of confiding shareholders ; he had seen 
it laid at his door that mahy of those parties 
had been reduced from competence to penury 
through his action, and the feeling of injust- 
ice which existed against him fastened the 
responsibility upon him for whatever injury 
had beendone. These things showed to him 
that his public usefulness was, to a considera- 
ble extentimpaired.*He said that he could not 
expect to receive the same generous 
support from members from Ontario which 
had formerly been accorded to him ; he 
could not reasonably expect that the hon, 
members would be more favorably disposed 
towards him than the people whom they rep- 
resent. Ho therefore felt that until all the 
facts connected with the banks were known, 
and until the sense of Justice returned to the 
pnblic, his position in the goyernment was 
one of weakness rather than of strength, He 
would state, however, on this the first ocea- 
sion presented to himself as a member of the 
house, that he had done everything he could 
as & man and as a minister, to arrest the dis 
aster to which he had alluded. He could 
point to the directors of the Commercial Bank 
for testimony to that effect ; and more than 
that, he was happy to be able to say that he 
could appeal to the gentleman who had been 
most prominently opposed to his financial 
policy, the member for Chateauguay, for cor- 
roboration of the statement he had made.— 
He then read a resolution passed on the 23d | 
of Oct. by the Board of Directors of the Com- 
mercial Bank, thanking him for his zealous 
and persevering exertions to avert disaster to 
that institution. He (Mr. Galt) had no doubt 
that in time justice would be done to him, 
not only in regard to this but other matters. 
Ho preferred to wait for that time in an un- 
official position; he no longer desired to 
assume the burdens of office, and become 
responsible for the duty of guiding the finan 
cial policy of the country. 


Mr. CARTWRIGHT said it was a source of 
great pain to him to hear his honorable friend, 
Mr. Galt, misrepresented. ‘The failure of the 
Commercial Bank was owing to the with 
drawal of confidence on the part of depositors 
alone, and had not been caused by the policy 
of his honorable friend who had always been 
zealous in his efforts to render assistance to 
that institution. (Hear, hear.)

A lengthy correspondence, of recent date, 
between Mr. King and Messrs. L, H, Holton, 
Hugh Allan, and Alex. Morris, appears in 
the Montreal papers of Saturday, The 
correspondence was opened by Messrs, 
Holton and Allan, in consequence ot whiat 
passed at the meeting of the sharcholders 
on the 80th October. Their first letter was 
addressed to Mr. King, enquiring whether 
the Montreal Bank would, by itself, or in 
co-operation with other banks, come to 
the assistance of the Commercial. Mr. 
King replies that his directors are desirous 
of assisting the Commercial, but insisted, 
first, that he or other representatives, might 
make “such an examination of the liabil- 
ties and assets of the Commercial Bank, as 

“they now stand, as would enable them to 
form their own estimate of the nature and 
extent of the assistance required and the 
conditions upon which it could be afford- 
ed.” To this Messrs. Allan & Co. replied, 
if they could be assured that proper assist- 
ance would be afforded, they would be 
prepared “to allow as close an examination 
into its Liabilities and Assets as may be 
considered necessary.”

Should the birds be required to be very 
fat, some mutton suet or trimmings of the | 
loins may be chopped up and scalded with 
the meal, or they may be boiled in the} 
milk or water preparatory to its being | 
poured over the food, and the fat of fowls 
so fattened will be found exceedingly firm, 

In the course of about a fortmght to 
three weeks at the utmost, a fowl will 
have attained, under this system of feeding, 
the highest degree of fatness of which it 
is capable, and it must then be killed, for 
if the attempt be made to keepit any 
longer in that state, it becomes diseased 
from an inflammatory action being estab- 
lished which renders the flesh hard and 
even unwholesome. 

When the fowls have arrived at a state 
fit for killing they should be kept for 
twelye or fifteen hours without food or 
water, in order that the intestines may be 
as empty as possible, otherwise the bird 
turns green and useless in a short time. 

In’situations where good sweet Indian 
corn meal can be obtained at a low rate, it 
will be found to answer quite’as well as 
oatmeal ; it contains a very large amount 
of oil, and is invariably used in the States 
of America,as a.food for all animals put 
np to fatten. Wheat meal is too expensive, 
Dat some small fall wheat is far superior to 
barley to place in the trough as whole 
can for the fowls to peck at.—London

As the matter of “ Mining Licenses” hae 
created u good deal of discussion in this lo 
cality, and as the matter of a new mining 
law will soon be brought under the attention 
of Parliament, allow me through your jour 
nal to make a few suggestions, confining 
myself in this communication to the one 
point of Licenses. 

ist, | would propose that Mining Licenses 
be done away with altogether, and that the 
revenue for the Crown be colilected from the 
crushing mills, 

2d. That the per centage collected from the 
gold produced should be in proportion to the 
yield of gold from the quartz, per ton, from 
each mine, 

The torce of the above suggestions will be 
| Seen when you consider that it costs as much 
to quarry a ton of ore when the yield will be 
only $10 per ton as it would when the yield 
will be $200, and charges for crushing would 
be just the same, consequenly if one equal 
per centage was charged on all the gold, the 
result would be that the mine with lean 
quartz would have a much heavier tax to pay 
than the richer one. A percentage at about 
the following proportion would probably be 
right: Say a ton of quartz yielding $15, one- 
eighth ; $25 to $50, one-fourth ; $50 to $100, 
one-half; $100 to $150, $1,001 and so*on in 
the sume rate to any larger amounts 
| Farms rent from $50 to $200 in proportion 
to what they will pela, and County and 
Township taxes are levied based on the value. 
Now if the principle is correct in farming, 
Why not in mining?

The Late Gaie xt Labrador, | 


OVER ONE THOUSAND 


TO 8ST, 


PERSONS 
JOHNS. 


By the arrival of the R. M. steamer Delta 
at Halifax on Saturday, from St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, we have received some par 
ticulars of the late gale at Labrador, by 
which a large number of persons have suf- 
tered severely. | 

The Harbor Grace Standard contains the | 
following account of the late disastrous | 
gale on the Labrador coast: 

lt is our melancholy duty to publish to 
day the following account of a calamity at 
Labrador, involving the destruction of much 
yaluable shipping and property, but worse 
than all, the loss of many valuable lives, 
which we believe, within the memory of 
the oldest among us, stands unprecedented 
for its fearful extent and its circumstances 
of terror, suffering and death. 

It appears that a gale of wind from north 
east, with snow, arose on the morniny of 
the 9th instant, Which caused a heavy sea 
along the northern part of the coast, After 
some time the wind yeered to the north and 
north-west, and blew with terrific force ; 
it was scarcely possible for people to stand, 
and the blinding snow-drifts wreathed into 
hollows on the shore to a depth, it is said, 
of ubout six feet. Added to this, the in- 
tense. cold contributed terribly to human 
sufferings, which it is impossible for the 
most vivid imagination to picture,.or the 
most fertile pen to describe, 

Nearly all the vessels in the different bar- 
bors broke from their moorings and were 
dashed to pieces against the rocks. The 

. vessels, in most instances, were nearly load- 
ed with the proceeds of the voyage, und 
eome had full cargoes, which became a 
total loss, 

From Batteaux to Brig Harbor no Jess 
than twenty-seven vessels were driven from 
their moorings and were totally lost.— 
Bouts were also destroyed in large numbers, 
und Lundreds of people who were prepar- 
ing to leave lost all, and are compelled to 
remain in a trying condition of want aud 
suffering, and in many cases we fear, im- 
pending starvation, until help is sent to 
succor and enable them to reach their} 
homes, | 

But the saddest part of this melancholy 

scatastrophe is the fearful loss of life in this 
gale, which has left  never-to-be forgot 
mark on the coast of Labrador. | 

When we think of the condition of the 
poor sufferers who now remain on the 
Labrador, amid the snow and terrible gales 
ot winter, starving it may be for food, | 
without sufficient clothing to cover thetn, | 
and without a bed to lay on, we rejoice that 
the Government and the trade, immediately 
on the news of this matchless disaster be- 
ing telegraphed to St. Jobn’s, took up the 
steamer, Panther, which was got under 
‘weigh and left for Labrador on Sundry. 
The steamer Mastiff was also taken up here 
‘wud despatched on Monday to the ship- 
wrecked people, whom we hepe to see 
shortly brought home from the scene of 
that awful peril. | 

The Issabella Ridley, Captain Thomey, | 
asrived here on Sunday last with over 
three hundred persons on board, many of 
whom had been shipwrecked, and we learn 
that Captain N. Norman, of Brigus, has 
kindly consented to bring « farther aum- 
ber.

The wind commencec 
ing a’ pretty stiff breeze about § o'clock 
from the north-west, and about 11 o'clock 
it changed round to the east and blew a 
perfect hurricane, carrying everything 
before it. It lasted for about four hours, 
but during that time raged with such 
violence that trees were torn up, ‘houses 
lifted from their foundations and dashed to 
pieces, ships and steamers of the largest 
Class as well as the smaller vessels, were 
hurled together and either sunk or dashed 
to pieces; some fifty or sixty vessels ure 
ashore, dismasted or sunk, and part of 
their crew lost. Thousands are rendered 
homeless, and the amount of suffering, con- 
fusion and excitement is impossible to 
describe. There is nothing doing, every- 
body seems paralyzed. 

On the morning of the 29th, there being 
indications of a storm, the passengers of 
the old steamer Conway did not feel safe to 
go to sea in her, and wished to be transter- 
red to the Rhone, anew steamer of the line, 
where they might consider themselves safe 
in case of storm. _They were accordingly 
transferred, and both vessels put to sea,but 
strange to say, during thestorm the Rhone 
struek:on Peter Island, her boiler exploded, 
and all were lost with exception of 12 or 
15; the Conway was thrown on Tortolos 
Tsland, and ull were saved. Upto the time 
of departure nothing definite in regard to 
the other islands had been heard, with the 
exception of Tortolos, of which report says 
the town is totally destroyed, and a number 
of lives lost. 

The Harbor-Master Steinberg of St. 
Thomas was drowned, while nobly attempt- 
to rescue others; having succeeded in his 
first attempt he was returning the second 
tame, when his boat capsized and he lost 

‘his life. 

The steamer Columbian came in at about 
1Vo'cluck, and at 2 o'clock was sunk; 6 
persons lost. Her cargo was valued at 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. The track 
of the hurricane seems to have been narrow, 
asthe Marmion from Rio, and the North 
America from New York arrived the morn- 
ing after, neither haying experienced more 
than a stiff breeze.

Gold News. 


| The news from the Gold District within 
}the Jast few days has produced & very 
| favorable effecton Gold Stocks, and every 
one interested in mining operations begin to 
feel very much The tests 
already made have not been on such an 


encouraged 
extensive scale as was desirable by many. 
It would have been been better had a larger 
quantity of quartz been crushed before 
submitting the result to the public. We 
have bad assrys of five, ten, and twenty 
pounds of rock without number, but the 
quantity was altogether insufficient to afford 
a correct idea of the value of the quartz, 
and many think that one ton was insuffi- 
cient; that to afford a fair criterion of the 
value of the rock, from five to ten, and even 
twenty tons should be crushed. With 
gard to the rumors respecting the quartz 
crushed for the Richardson Mining Com- 


re- 


pany, we believe the yield is in the highest 
degree satisfactory, but we understand it 
is the intention of the directors to have 
large quantity of three different qualities of 
the ore crushed prévious to making & report. 
The work of crushing is now going on, and 
as soon as completed, an official report will 
be given tothe public of the result, We 
have no doubt, as we always have had no 


doubt, that the operation of the Crushing 
Mills will show that gold exists not only in 
the vicinity of the Richardson Mine, but in 
Elzevir, and in ‘the other back Townships, 
and that the Hastings Gold District will 
turn out to be one of the richest gold pro- 
ducing districts in the Dominion. The 
Madoe Mercury has issued an extra, giving 
details of the news published in ourspecial 
telegram from Madoe yesterday, which we 


subjoin : 

“Dr, Elmer, who, it is well known, is inter- 
ested to a very considerable extent in gold 
mining operations in this locality, has just 
returned from ElDorado, whither he went to- 
day, anxious to learn the result of the crush- 
ing of the ore from the ‘ElDorado’ and 
‘Madoc Gold Mining Company of ‘Toronto's’ 
shafts—especially the latter—as the report in 
Monday’s Leader that Professor Chapman 
had, after several, assays, been able to obtain 
a yield of only six dollars to the ton from the 
ore of the latter Company, while according 
to other assays, the return had been as high 
as $270 to the ton—had excited some very 
unpleasant sensations as to the future pros 
pects and prosperity of the Madoc gold 
region. He has come back quite relieved 
from all unfavorable doubts, bringing the 
following statement of facts: 

“ He has seen the ingot produced from the 
Richardson mine ore, which is worth between 
#50 and $60; but is not at liberty to state 
from what quantity of rock it was obtained. 
He is, howevever, authorized to say that it is 
the richest thing in the world, 

“ He also saw the gold, as it was taken from 
the retort, from one ton of the ‘E)Dorado’ 
mine ore,which is estimated to be worth from 
$51 to $3. 

“Tn the residue of the rock (about 201bs.) 
which remained uncrushed by the stamps 
when the bulk of the ore from the ‘Madoc 
Gold Mining Company of Toronto's’ shaft 
had been crushed, there was some $15 worth 
of coarse gold; several pieces being of the 
size of grains of wheat, and one as large as 
a pea. ‘The remainder of the ore was In pro- 
cess of amalgamation, and the result will not 
be known until to-morrow. 

“There was much excitement and gyutifi- 
cation at ElDorado, where’ for several’ days 
past the Gold and Silver Reduction Works

The Abyssinian Expedition. 
Now York Bombay correspondence, 


sdition of the English

The Abyssinian expe : 
rovernment the principal subject 
interest, both in the i 
circles, Steamers, ships, and various 
of vessels are being chartered by the gov- 
ernment, repaired and fitted for the service 
required. The shops in the navy yard are 
crowded with work, and the ning of ham- | 
mers on board the iron steamships in the) 
harbor is not stopped by the small hours of 
night or the sacredness of Sunday. Phe 
story that we have here is, that the despotic | 
King of Abyssinia, with his own band, | 
wrote u letter to Queen Victoria, saying | 
that she bad many ships and ruled a large} 
country ; her husband had died, and she 

would want another; in short, making au 

offer. ‘The Queen eeclined the offer of this | 
black, woolly-headed tyrant of the interior | 
of Africa, under whose rule the essence of} 
despotism pervades the land to the very| 
core, and two messengers were sent with an} 
answer. After the letter hac been read and | 
interpreted he said that the Queen had not 
written it herself, took great offence, and 
imprisoned the messengers. All the party | 
that were to accompany them back were | 
also Captured. ‘Two or three parties that 

were sent to inquire for them were also} 
taken and imprisoned, until the number 

was between thirty and forty, Overtures 
and negotiations in various ways have been 
made to obtain the release of these captives | 
Without a war; but argument or reason 15 
useless, and this Barbarian King is only the} 
moro inclined to be revenged, cut off the} 
heads of these prisoners and fight the Queen 
unless she accepts. A ramor has been re 
ceived during the past few days that the 
prisoners have been released, but it 1s not 
generally believed, 

The idea is thatthe expedition will in 

yade, capture and take Abyssinia, whether 
the prisoners are released or not. The gov- 
ernment has expended a large amount 
already, and twelve or fifteen native Sepoy 
regiments are to go from Bombay. ‘The 
first part of this expedition, sappers and 
miners, with some cavalry, sailed from this 
port on Monday, the 16th, in four steamers, 
and several others are soon to follow. 
. Some of these prisoners have been in 
captivity over two years, and,if not released, 
will have their heads cut off as a commence- 
ment of the war. It is recorded of this 
tyrant that he caused the heads of 640 of 
his own people to be cut off on one occa- 
sion. 

Abyssinia is a hard country to reach,and 
hundreds of miles of deserts are to be tra- 
versed where only camels canlive. In one 
of their requisitions are 5,000 camels,— 
Everything has to be carried with the.ex- 
pidition into this country. Another steamer | 
Sails tu-morrow morning with troops snd | 
supplies.

The Toronto Leader, speaking of the 
despatch from Madoc published in the IN- 
TELLIGENCER of Tuesday, says: “ It seems 
to settle two points conclusively: First, 
that gold is to be had in this district in 
richly paying quantities; and, secondly, 
that the Moore farm is, so far as present 
developments go, the centre of the mining 
territory. The Richardson mine is situated 
on it, and the property of the Union Com- 
pany is within 200 feet of the shatt which 
has turned out so very well, the same lead 
running directly through it. We have 
cautioned the public against buying up 
mining stock rashly, or of thouglitlessly 
placing their money in the hands of com- 
panies whose properties were just as likely 
to prove bad as good. The result of the 
crushing in the case of the EiDorado mine 
removes all doubt of the district in which 
it is situated not being rich, and affords a 
substantial basis for the expenditure of 
capital upon its development.” 

Mr. Glass has just showa us a “button” 
of gold which he and a practical miner 
extracted to-day from a pound and a quar- 
ter of dolomite rock, taken from the Rich- 
ardson mine. The rock is a piece which

Mr. Howe’s Position. 


Mr. Howe must have occupied a yery 
humiliating position in the eyes of his fel- 
low members of the House of Commons, 
when making his speech Monday evening. 
He must have fallen very low in his own 
estimation when driven to offer such con- 
templible excuses for his inconsistencies, 
Is it possible that a man who for thirty 
years has occupied the foremost position 
in his native Province, who stood head and 
shoulders above his fellows, who made for 
himself not merely a provincial reputation, 
but whose abilities and talents had placed 
him amongst the first of colonial statesmen 
—is it possible that he could descend to such 
a level, and present to the Commons and 
the public of Canada such a humiliating 
spectacle? He endeavors to explain away 
his inconsistencies by telling the Commons 
that he was only “funning” when adyo- 
cating the Union, that he did it to “ kill 
the question”—that when he made his 
brilliant speech in favor of the Union at 
Niagara, it was under“ peculiar circum. 
stances ;” and when his city, Halifax, gave 
the grand ovation to the Canadian dele- 
gates, “sparkling champagne, which was 
poured down each other's throats ” Without 
limit, influenced him to tickle their fancies 
by picturing the advantages of the Union, 
1t was bad enough, at his age, to turn such a 
complete somersault, to become the weather- 
cock he has, and throw his powerful influ- 
ence and mighty talent into the scale of his 
country’s most bitter enemies, but to offer 
such paltry excuses for his conduct makes 
his position infinitely worse, and must ma- 
terially lessen, if it does not completely 
destroy, his influence in the councils of the 
country, But who believes that Mr. Howe 
was only “fonning” when he advocated a 
Union of the Provinces? Why for twenty 
years tho Union of the Provinces hag been 
his hobby. He has advocated it in the 
Legislature and out of the Legislature, 
the stump among the “ blue noses,” and in 
political circles in Great Britain. In 1861 
when leader of the Government, Mr, Howe 
moyed a resolution in favor of the Union 
of the Provinces which passed the Assembly 
unanimously. So long ago as 1854, he did 
not appear to have that dread of the 
United States as his speech in the House of 
Commons would lead one to expect. Our

“He thought a Union should not be delayed 
ull we had drifted into difficulties. How short 
sighted Were the English statesmen of old who 
lost them the thirteen States, when the difficul- 


ty could have been arranged in a month, the 
horrors ofthe revolutionary war prevented, and 
all our race living at peace and harmony at pre- 
sent without the bickering aud animosity which 

revail in thelr midst. Tulk of the full of 
¢ uebec being 2 source of sorrow to the inhabi- 
tants of this Province, It would be more. If 
the St. Lawrence were in the hands of our 
enemies, we should be compelled to beg per- 
mission to teardown the British flag. What 
ive wished for Nova Scotia was, that she may 
be the fronta; cofa mighty Colony; upon which 
it may be truly said that the sun never set. No 
man can look upon Halifax and its environs, 
its harbor, its citadel, and say it was made for 
this Province alone,” 

“The United States have drifted into a civil 
war; and we may drift into a tight place, from 
which it may be difficult to extricate ourselves. 
The States may asgail us; but if we had a rall- 
way by which troops could be sent from Quebec 
or other miiltary stations to the threatened 
point, we would be saved,” 


That has the ring ofthe true metal in it, 
and on its face are evidences ot sincerity 
and truthfulness, Who can suppose that 
the following forcible and eloquent obser- 
vations made by Mr. Howe on the Union 
and Western extension, were not the utter- 
ances Of an honest conviction, and of one 
who believed what he said ? 


“The Hudson Bay Territory includes two 
hundred and fifty thousand miles. Throwing 
aside the more bleak und inhospitable regions, 
we have a magnificent country between Canada 
and the Pacific, out of which five or six noble 
Provinces may be formed, larger than any we 
have, and presenting tothe hand of industry, 
aud to the eye of speculation, every variety of 
soil, climate, and resource. With such a ter- 
ritory as this to overrun, organize, and improye, 
think you that we shall stop eyen at the western 
bounds of Canada? or even at the shore of the 
Pacitle ? ‘Vancouver's Island; with its vast coal 
measures, lies beyond. The beautiful islands of 
the Pacific, and the growing commerce of the 
ocean, are beyond. Populous China and the 
rich East are beyond; and the sails of our chil- 
dren’s children will reflect as familiarly the sun- 
beams of the South as they now brave the angry 
tempest of the North. The Maritime Provinces 
which I now address, are but the Atlantic front- 
age of this boundless and prolific region; the 
wharves upon which its business will be trans- 
acted, and beside which its rich argosies are to 
lie. Nova Scotia is one of these. Will you, 
then, put your hands unitedly, with order, intel- 
ligence, and energy, to this great work? Re- 
fuse, and you are recreant to every principle 
which lies at the base of yourcountry’s pros- 
perity and advancement; refuse,and the Deity’s 
hand-writing upon land and sea 1s to you uvin- 
telligible language; refuse, and Noya Scotia, 
instead of occupying the foreground as shenow 
does, should haye been thrown back, at least, 
behind the Rocky Mountains. God hasplanted 
your country in the front of this boundless 
region; see that you comprehend its destiny 
and resources—see that you discharge, with 
energy and elevation of soul, the duiles which 
deyolye upon you in virtue of your position.” 


Is it any less than a public misfortune 
that such great talent should be prostituted 
as it has been prostituted, and that it has 
not been made available in promoting the 
common interests of this Dominion in con- 
solodiating-the Union, and “ comprehend- 
ing its destiny and resources.”

Not to be behind others in observing the | 
phenomenon, in the hopes of thereby bene- 
Netting science as well as of enjoying the dis- 
play, Prof. Kingston, of the Toronto Uni 
versity, made ail the necessary preparations 
for taking obervatio To company with a | 
number of students of the University, who | 
hindly volunteered their servicvs, the | 
Professor took up his station in the 
tower of the magnetic observatory at 
an early hour last night, surrounded by 
such scientific instruments a3 he 
thought would be of use should the ex- 
pected phenomenon occur, The students 
were placed jn different portions of the 
tower, and thus the entire heaveus from 
the horizon to the zenith were closely ob- | 
served, the students relieving each other at 
shortintervals. The night was not fayour- | 
able for such observations, the moon being 
at or near the full, and the sky being over- 
cast with heavy masses of cloud. Horta - 
nately, however, the clouds were detached 
sod broken, and were borne away by the 
wind, though quickly succeeded by others. | 
Through the space, theblue yault above 
was .visible, Had the night been dark, 
with a clear sky, it would have been much 
more favourable for the purposes of the} 
astronomer, In the early hours of the 
night nothing unusual was obseryed.—| 
Shortly after midnight, however, the clouds | 
partially cleared away, and then the suxi- | 
ously looked for display commenced.

The state of the sky greatly interfered | 
with the display, and it is supposed that 
bad there been neither clouds nor moon, | 
the number would have been fully double} 
that given above. Nearly all the stars 
proceeded in directions which, when pro 
daced backward, passed through the con 
stellation of Leo, only about two per cent 
being not conformable to this « As 
# general thing the meteors were small and | 
wanting in brilliancy, though there were 
some very brilliant and of considerable 
magaitude. So far as observed, there were 
no explosions, It is not improbable, how- 
ever, that some of those hidden by clouds | 
exploded. Towards daylight, as shown | 
above, the number diminished rapidly, It | 
is not supposed from this that the shower | 
cessed, but rather that it continued, while | 
the meteors became invisible trom the up. | 
proach of the more powerful light of the| 
sun. In fact, the stars may bave contin | 
ued shooting during the day, ancl it is not | 
improbable that  tarther display may be 
witnedsed to-night.

Anoth- 
er important resolution was carried, 
authorizing the different Societies to 
appoint auditors at their annual meetings, 
to audit the accouats of the Societies.—

Agriculture, who will now be compelled to 
have their accounts audited, and such 
auditor's report printed and forwarded to 
the various County Societies not later than 
the mouth of December of each year, A 
resolution was carried authorizing the 
formation of Societies in each electoral 
division in the Province, the timits of such 
division to be the game as those for repre- 
sentative purposes, Thus there will be a 
County Socicty in each electoral division 
of this County, and as all electoral division 
Societies are to receive the same Govern- 
nent grant, if the three County Societies 
will unite we can have a splendid exhibi- 
tion. Another important resolution was 
carried, affecting branch or Township 
Societies, requiring such Societies to raise 
the sum of seventy-five dollars to be paid 
over to the County Society, and are allowed 
anly to draw from the parent Society one- 
halt of the Government grant instead of 
three-fifths as formerly. Some other sug- 
gestions were made which may be intro- 
duced in the new Bill.

Orrawa, Nov. 18th, 1867, 


Last night the Irish Protestant Beneyo- 
lent Society held its anaual Soiree and was 
addressed by the Hon, Mr. Howe and the 
Hon. Mr, McGee, both of whom charmed 
the audience with their eloquence.

Orrawa, Noy. 14, 1867. 

After the close of my last letter, Mr. Cay- 

ley, the new member for Beauharnois, ad-| 
dressed the House in French, contending that | 
the spirit of Nationality pervaded the whole 
people of Canada.

Mr. Malcolm Collin Cameron, of the South | 
Riding of Huron, who spoke warmly in favor 
of a party goyernment ; and was followed by

of Lunenburg. This gentleman gave a 
description of the feeling in Nova Scotia 
among the people, that the Volunteers refused 
to drill and take the oath of Allegiance, and 
would at any moment use the rifles which 
had been served out to them, against any 
man who would go from Canada down to 
that Province to interfere with them in the 
affairs of that Province. He avowed himself 
a determined opponent of the Union, and 
would do all he could to obtain the repeal of 
that Union. Mr. White, of Ottawa, then took 
the floor and delivered a humorous speech, 
in which he expressed the hope that Mr. 
Howe would yet endeavor to help work out 
the Confederation Act. Dr. Parker next tried 
his hand, and sat down, apologizing to the 
House, on the ground of not being able to 
control his ideas, promising to try again.— 
Mr. Rymal entertained the House for a few 
minutes, and however much he may be 
laughed at, he says a number of very good 
things and in a very good way. The debate 
was relieved from its monotony by a singular 
and humurous speech, during the delivery of 
which, the House was kept in a roar of 
laughter, and the honorable member seemed 
to enjoy it as much as any one, he laughing 
when others laughed, and fancied it was at 
his own wit, when it was at his absurdities 
and the ridiculous manner in which he deliy- 
ered his remarks, It being half-past twelve, 
the House adjourned. 

To-day at three o'clock, on the assembling 
of the House, the Speaker was instructed to 
issue his writ fora new election in the Coun- 
ty of Montmorency, to fill the yacancy created 
hy the elevation of M. Cauchon to the Speak- 
ership of the Senate. This having been de- 
cided, the Hon, Mr. Holton asked what had 
been done towards filling the vacancies in the 
Cabinet. The Hon, Sir John A. McDonald 
replied that negotiations were in progress, 
which he believed he would be enabled to 
communicate to the House in # short time. 


The debate upon the address was resumed

Judging from the experiences 
of the American gold fields, and making a| 
very great allowance for cheaper labor and 
transit in our country,the cost of a crushing 
mill will be at leust $20,000. We do not 
expect that any companies, without a large 
Margin of capital to invest besides, will 
ever give an actual return to their share 
holders.

Gold News. 


Tie news trom the gold region continues 
to be of the most encouraging character. 
Instead of haying mere certificates of as- 
says mace by Prof. Tom, Dick and Harry, 
we have the precious metal in ingots, but- 
tons and cakes, the sight of which maketh 
the heart of the Madoc miner glad, and 
gives him pleasant visions of the future. 
There is now on exhibition at the store of 
James Glass, Esq., some “ buttons” and 
ingots of gold produced by the Reduction 
Works of Scott & Taylor, on Saturday 
last, from quartz obtained from the Rich- 
ardson mine. The quantity taken was 
fourand a half tons, two and a halt of 
which was the common quartz rock, the 
other two being a conglomerate rock, ora 
mixture of ochreous matter and talc slate, 
in none of which was gold visible. This 
was crushed on Saturday at the mill of 
Messrs. Scott & Taylor, and the result ot 
the amalgamation, which was obtained late 
on Saturday night, was the handsome sum 
of $480, or an average of one hundred and 
thirty dollars to the ton. It must be under- 
stood that in this four anda half tons there 
was none of that decomposed quartz, found 
in the pockets and crevices, which has 
made the Richardson mine so famous for 
itsrichness. The Directors of the Com- 
pany felt they would best satisfy tlieniselves 
of the vulue of the mine, by taking the 
ordinary rock as it came out and having it 
tested. This was done accordingly, and 
the whole operation was performed under 
the superintendence of the tiye Directors 
of the Company. The result of this test is 
not only satisfuctory to them, but to every 
miner who has invested a dollar in the 
gold district. These tests by the Crushing 
Mills, with their satisfactory results, will 
dispel all doubts as to the existence of ola 
in paying quantities,and must have the 
effect of largely extending the operations 
of capitalists in the gold district.

much. The whole thing in a nut-shell is 
simply this; The Commercial Bank, which | 
had sustained a run of nearly $2,000,000, 
and which still had halfa million of dollars 
in its vaults, whose affairs, by a recently 
published statement, were in. a solven 
condition, applied to the different Banking 
institutions to help it temporarily out of « 
tight place. The other Banks were willing 
to give it the aid asked for if the Montreal 
Bank would co-operate with them. Tiic 
Montreal Bank refused to co-operate with- 
out imposing conditions which neither the 
other Banks nor the Commercial could 
accept; in other words, the Bank of 
Montreal refused to assist the Commercial, 
and in consequence of such refusal, it went 
to the wall. There has been a good deal 
of writing on both sides, a good deal of 
crimination and recrimination, but all this 
does not alter the facts. The evidence is 
clear and conclusive that to Mr, King 
attaches the chief responsibility tor the 
failure of the Commercial Bank, and for 
the wide-spread ruin which that failure has 
produced throughout Canada,

The amnesty 
proclamation had at length been issued. It 
mitigates, to a great extent, the punishment of 
the imperial prisoners.

FROM OUR OTTAWA CORRESPONDENT. 


Orrawa, Nov. 19th, 1867. 

I closed my last letter as Mr. McGee rose 
to address the House upon the Address of 
His Excellency in reply to the speech from 
the Throne, The speech of Mr, McGee was 
a master-piece of oratory, and an admirable 
defence of the Union, Iwill not attempt 
even 4 synopsis of it. To fully appreciate 
it, 1t must be read. No report, however, 
which has as yet appeared, docs him 
justice. He was followed by Mr. Auglin, 
from Nova Scotia, who bas assumed the 
championship of the Roman Catholics of 
New Brunswick, and has already drawn an 
invidious distinction between sects 
nationalities, It wasto have been hoped, 
that in the new and wider sphere in which 
members were placed, they would have 
taken a broad and comprehensive view of 
all questions which come before the Com- 
mons of this Dominion. This hope, 1t is to 
be regretted, 18 not to be realized. The 
same sectional and sectarian squabbles 
which marred the harmony of the old House 
of Assembly, are to be re-enacted in the

New York Butter Market. 


The New York Zimes of Friday, quotes 
asfollows from Messrs. Stairn & Floyd's 
notice ;— 

A return of cold, seasonable weather, 
and the more perfect knowledge of the 
absolute shortage in the crop of butter 
that the trade has acquired, has stimulated 
demand and given renewed confidence in 

urchasing supplies at ruling rates, and it 
isnow generally conceded that no stock of 
fine butter can be placed onthe market 
sufficient to break down’prices, and trade 
progresses steadily and firmly at our quota- 
tions. Some parcels of Canada stock are | 
freely offered, but the quality being infer- 
ior and ~unsuitable for market wants, do 
not meet with ready sale. Western butter 
continues practically out of market, with 
the current of trade setting west instead of 
to this point. Fresh pail butters are in 
small supply, and selections command 55c 
per lb, The total receipts of butter for the 
week ending this day are 10,826 pack- 
ages, which are not equal 'to.the require- 
ments of the market. We make nd change

‘The Bruce mines 
uce worked at » profit; and there} 
are but few other cases in which the 
North Shore has had o trial. Silver 
deposits of surpassing richness are report- 

ed to have been recently discovered 

there, at more than one point; and we 

believe that, in one instance at least, prepar- 

ations are being made to work them, Tt is 

probable that another year will not bave 

passed over before they will have been 

thoroughly tested. Iron works bave been 

started in several different places, and xt} 
one point on the Lower St. Lawrence the 

iron sand is manutactured by means of 

peat—another ecouomical material of 

which, when our forests begin to give out 

in the older settlements, ve are just be- | 
gloning to discover the uses und the 

value—which is found close by, From 

Marmora large quantities of iron are seut 

by rail to Cobourg for shipment; and new 

iron works have recently been established, 

in the township of Hull, near Ottawa.— 

A new process of separating copper ore 

from the rock has recently been put into 

operation, in England; and it will not be 

long betore it is applied in Canada. By 

the old method of extracting the ores, ‘it 

was necessary to have ten per cent. of 

copper in the rock before it could he 

worked; andif there was only half tbat 
quantity, the difference lad to be. added, 

By the new method, rock bearing only two 

per cent., or perleps less, can be worked 

Without any addition of copper. 

At present, mining activity is directed 
chiefly to the Gold field of Madoc. Our 
Ontario gold fields differ in character} 
from those of many other countries, in the 
absence of alluvial washings. The gold 
has 'to be obtained by actual mining. In 
every gold bearing country, it must come 
to this at last ; but here the work had to 
be’ commenced in this way at first. Here au 
individual miner, with his shovel and ‘his 
pn, could do nothing. Associated cupi- 
tal is necessary for the development of our | 
gol fields. The blastiag and crushing ot | 
the gold-bearing rock form the only per- | 
manent mode of mining, in any country, 
The washings of soil and in river beds soou 
give out, every where. In all countries 
celebrated for their production of gold, 
guartz-mining isnow the main and almost 
the only reliance, 

There are not wanting good judges who 
assert that our gold fields are as rich as| 
those of any other country; of California, | 
Australia, Nevada. But we are a sceptical 
people and take nothing ontrust. Till the 
result of the crushing of rock from several 
shafts, in Madoc, was known, prudent peo- 
ple suspended their judgments, Assays of 
small portions of rock are valuable as indi- 
cations of its probable richness; and they 
are conclusive as fo the presence of gold; 
but it is dangerous to strike averages trom 
a few isolated assays. When only a few| 
ounces or a few pounds of rock are pulver. 
ized and assayed, it is impossible to be 
certain that of a ton of rock other portions 
would not be richer or poorer, ie only | 
reliable test is to crush enough rock to} 
establish its average richness per ton; 
though assays frequently repeated form «| 
pretty certain guide, Tock has recently | 
been crusiied in quantity, by a stamping 
mill, at three differept points; two ot which | 
ure yery near together and are both on 
what is known as the Moore farm. The 
crushing of rock from the Richardson mine 
—said to comprise three qualities—has 
yielded an rverage of $188 to the ton.— | 
This is a prodigious yield; there is 
bably no mine in Australia now yielding | 
at this rate. About one-sixth of this 
Amount is there accounted a good yield, 
The El Dorado which joins the Rich: on 
Mine, yielded $53.88 a ton, The rock of| 
the Madoc Company prodiiced at $14 a ton, | 
and eyen this average would pay well after 
the company got 4 mill erected, 


These firat trials in crushing rock in the 
Madoc region were made only last week; 
and they establish the fact that gold exists 
there in paying quantities. When a pro- 
lific lode, such as that of the Richardson 
mine is struck, it 1# surprising, judging 
trom the experience of other countries, to 
what an extent it is capable of being de 
veloped. We haye before us the Annual 
Report of the State Mineralogist of Nevada 
for 1866; and from it we find that on one

The Hale & Norcross yielded 
$45. 65; the Savage $44.14 ; Crown Point 
$88.15; Empire $24.69; and the Ophir 
$42.50 to the ton, These averages show 
that from_a rock as rich as the Eldorado, 
to say nothing of the Richardson mine, 
immense results may be obtained, 

It would be difficult to estimate the 
effects on the prosperity of this country if 
our gold-fields should realize the favorable 
prognostications of thoso who best under- 
stand the matter from their long acquain- 
tance with gold-mining elsewhere. There 
is no doubt that the early development and 
exceptional wealth of California are duc to 
her gold-mines. But for these mines, that 
fine State would have been little better 
than a wilderness to-day. Her gold has 
enabled her to maintain, alone among the 
States, unless it be Nevada, gold basis for 
the currency. In fact greenbacks do uot 
cireulate there at all; and the value of 
everything is measured in gold. The won- 
derful prosperity and attractiveness of Aus- 
tralia are traceable to the same source,— 
There a population equal to one-third that 
of Ontario and Quebec, have been able to 
raise nearly five times as muéh revenue as 
we haye. Australia has tor years robbed 
us of the hest class of English emigrants ; 
men’of means, energy and education. No 
doubt the milder climate had something 
‘to do with it; but the chances of making 
a considerable foitune in a reasonable tine,

The House Yesterday. 


In the Senate yesterday, Senator Camp- 
bell announced that the Government 
proposed to establish mail communication 
between Canada and the West Indies, and 
to ask for a subsidy from Parliament.

FROM OUR OTTAWA CORRESPONDENT. 


Orrawa, Noy. 20th, 1867. 


Ihave neglected heretofore to call the 
attention of your readers toan important, 
though in many respects an amusing debate, 
which tcok place one day last week, upon 
an address to His Excellency being moved 
by Dr. Parker, for all papers, correspondence 
and documents connected with the con- 
ferring of the titles of K.C, B. and C. B 
upon certain members of the House, This 
question gave ample scope for sym- 
pathy and denunciation; sympathy for 
Mr, Cartier, for not haying conferred 
upon him the same title that was 
bestowed upon Mr, John A, McDon- 
ald. But, during the whole debate 
no explanation was giyen, nor reason 
advanced why a distinction was made.— 
Sir John A. McDonald resisted the motion 
on the ground that it was exclusively au 
Imperial question, over which the House 
had no control, that if the motion was 
passed it would have to be sent to His 
Excellency, who in return would in all 
probability tell them that they would haye 
to apply to the Colonial Secretary, or some 
member of the Privy Council, for permission 
to lay any such documents before the 
House. He also took occasion to regret 
that Mr. Cartier had not received a lilse 
honor with himself, a distinction which he 
had earned, and to which he was justly 
entitled. The amusing part of the discus- 
sion was that which was carried on by the 
representatives of the Grit party, even Mr, 
McKenzie, of Lambton, “deeply sympathiz- 
jed” with Mr. Cartier, and in the most 
solemn manner possible declared that he, 
Mr. Cartier, had done more towards 
bringing ahout Confederation than any 
other man in Canada, and that Upper 
Canada was indebted to him for these 
services, and it was deeply to be regretted | 
that he did not receive a like honor to that 
conferred upon Mr. McDonald. This 
declaration, from sucha man, created no 
little amusement, and a general Jauzh was 
the result. The man, of all others, 
who has been so foully libelled and held

New York Z'ridune says:—An ‘ex-Major 
General in our armies, and present cotton 
planter of Georgia, resident in Ohio, writes 
us that the cotton crop. of the Sonth, 
instead of being worth 21 cents per pound 
to the producer, as estimated in our article 
on the “ Cotton Grop-and-Tax,”-has—becn 
worth only 124 cents per pound, while it 
has cost to raise it from 18 to 18 cents ; 
*so that beyond question cotton-growing 
at present prices is a losing business. " 
He avers that one-third of the cotton 
raised in the South is grown by Northern | 
men and freedmen, and that the decline} 
in the price of the staple requires a repeal 
ofthe tax. He denies that America has a 
monopoly of the kind and quality of cotton 
produced at the South, and therefore that 
the tax falls on the consumer, — He alleges, 
finally, that the tax must be repealed, or 
that the production of cotton in the South

vith the same caution, or the same ability, 
us the branch at Belleville has been con- 
cucted for the past ten years, the Commor- 
cial Bank of Canada would have been 
second to none of them, except, probably, 
tho Bank of Montreal and the Bank of 
British North America. 

With regard to the Bank of Montreal, 
the public ought to be aware, and the other 
banks especially, ought to be aware, that 
the fact of being supported by the govern: 
ment, and haying the power to issue an 
irredcemable issue to almost any amount, 
puts them into a position to dictate the 
Jaw to all the other banks, without fear of 
retaliation. One would naturally Hp Yad 
that the Government Bank, and the Gov 
ernment itself, would consider it to be its 
interest and duty to come to the assistance 
of the old chartered banks when suffering 
under a temporary pressure, or & run upou 
them for a short period, so as to avoid 
throwing the trade of the Province into 
confusion, or to prevent the serious loss to 
bo sustained by the whole community, wken 
our banking institutions are, as it were, 
upon their trial. 

As to the widows and orphans, and 
others, whose funds were invested in Com- 
mercial Bank’ stock, they are much to be 
pitied indeed, and if it were possible (on 
their uccount) to re-instate the Bank jnto 
its former position, and put it under’new 
end better management in future, the whole 
Proyince would be very glad todo so. But 
how is this to be brought about? Suppos- 
ing even, that a call were made upon all 
the shareholders for a sufficient amount to 
make good all recent losses, and to go on 
again with the same actual paid up capita! 
as before, would such a call be generally 
responded to ? There seems'to be a fatality 
about all joint stock banks to lend money 
.iu immense sums without adequate security 

-to.corporations and individuals, who turn 
outto be worthless and bankrupt, both 
morally and financially, Private banks do 
not do so, and why? Because it is their 
own money they haye to lend instead of 
lending the money of other people, The 
inference is obyious. It is very sad, but it 
is sadly true. What can have induced the 
Manager, or the Directors of the Commer- 
cial Bank to adyance money (which did 
not belong to them, but which they held 
in trust on belialfof the proprietors.) in 
Millions, to'a set of Yankee railroad specu- 
Jators of the most doubtful character ? Was 
it the inducement of a higher rate of inter- 
est upon the loan, or what? Probably the 
secret history of this transaction will never 

be known to the world in general. Why 
Gid this particular railroad apply to’ the 
Commercial Bank in particular, for this 
amall loan? Wesaay suppose that the 
Manager received aletter from the Secretary 

‘or Treasurer of the railroad, making his 
application, and offering Bonds in exchange 
for this vast amount of Canadian money, 
and that such letter was read at the next 
Directors’ meeting, and advised and recom- 
tended as a splendid financial operation, 
&c., and was sanctioned by the collective 
wisdom of the Board, And why did not 
tlie railroad apply to banks on the other 
side of the frontier, f0Pthis money? Or is 
it the business\of joint atock banks at all, 
to make adyances out of their own district 
to speculations which require the adyance 
of such a vast amount of capital, all depend- 
ing for success upon’ future and doubtful 
contingencies, 

Certainly Local Bank is greatly needed 
for Belleyille and the County of Hastings, 
with a million dollars capital, to sustain 
the trade of the County and the district 
generally, and containing a yery stringent 
regulation in their charter, that no mouey 
bendyanced under any circumstances, to 

~fpeculators in foreign countrics, but that 
all transactions be limited to British sub 
jects, being under British law, and having 
the security of Canadian enterprise or cap- 
ital, This is most destrable, and capitalists 
all over the Province would. have the 
opportunity of subscribing liberally to- 
wards the capital stock.

Tho hazard 
of invasion was not so great now as it ap 
pearc2 to be at that time, but there could be 
no doubt that the organization which had 
threatened us still exists, and the Govern- 
ment had direct evidence of increasing 
activity on the part of that body. It was 
beyond a doubt that it was true, as had been 
stated in the public prints, that there had 
gone recently a very considerable deposit of 
arms at convenient points along the frontier 
for the invasion of what was the former Pro- 
vince of Canada, The Government, therefore, 
felt it would not be proper to allow Parliament 
to adjourn without having this law re-enacted, 
The Fenian body were now pursuing a course 
of outrage in England; they were also 
moving in Ireland ; they were manifestly a 
widely extended organization, and the Goy- 
ernment should be authorized, if necessary, 
to arrest parties who might seem to be 
engaged in any unlawful enterprise against 
the peace of this country.

| Gold News. 


We were shown yesterday a certificate 
| of an assay made by Prof, Bell which beats 
anything yet submitted to the test of the 
mineralogist. The rock tested was from 
lot 4 in Concession B. of the Township of 
Barrie, and the quantity 90z, It is des- 
cribed in the certificate as being 
silico calcareous rock, and yielding one 
grain and sixteenth of a grain of free gold, 
equal to $225 per ton. 

From the Madoc Mercury of to-day we 
learn that the average yield of nine tons of 
ore from various shafts in different parts of 
the Township of Madoc, which had been 
reduced by Messrs. Scott & Taylor at their 
works up to Wednesday, was seventy-two 
dollars and eighty-six cents per ton, This 
sbows that the gold is not confined to the 
Richardson mine,but exists in other parts ot 
the Township. The average is very large, 
and mining with such results will prove 
more remunerative than the richest mines 
in California or Nevada. With regard to 
the assay of quartz from the Empire Mine 
in the Village of Madoc, of which we 
made mention a few days age, the Mercury 
says: ‘The copper in the tailings, we are 
informed, without any further manipula- 
tion than simply barrelling it up, would be 
worth fully $40 per ton! Thisis great and 
good news for our village, and we congrat- 
ulate the owners of the mine on the result 
of theirexperiment. They have one hun- 
dred tons of the rock from their two shafts, 
already quarried, and are making arrange- 
ments for the erection of a crushing mill 
in as short a time as possible,”

Historic Interest.

The letter of Mr. Woodside of the Royal 
Canadian Bank which we publish in this 
issue, has been in hand for some days, but 
for want of room has not appeared before, 
As a matter of historic interest in cunnec- 
tion with this unfortunate Bank business, 
it is highly important, and deserves to be 
placed on record. It shows Mr, King in a 
new and unenviable light, and must have a 
most damaging effect upon his reputation. 
In this connection we find a significant 
paragraph in the Commercial article of 
yesterday’s Montreal Gazette,which we sub- 
join :—“The long yexed Commercial Bank 
question still absorbs public attention, as 
well as the startling explanation of the 
Toronto Manager of the Royal Canadian 
Bank, as to the way in which the Bank of 
Montreal agents throughout the Province 
of Ontario, ‘ misunderstood” or else under; 
stood their instructions. The amount of 
“assistance” the Bank of Montreal wus 
prepared to offer, and its “ solicitude” for 
the welfare of the Royal Canadian Bank 
have also been very generally commented 
upon. It is worth while to remark, in this 
connection, that several newspapers which 
undertook to defend the General Manager 
of the Bank of Montreal during the recent 
controversy on this question, have not yet 
seen fit to publish Mr. Woodside’s reply,— 
Their natural sense of fair play appears to 
have been blunted. Why the public may 
imagine. It has, however, already taken 
note of the omission and learnt one useful 
lesson. Apart from this, there are seyeral 
rumours in circulation with respect to the 
Montreal Bank Manager’s mission to Ot- 
tawa. Itis not considered unlikely that 
portion of his business is to lobby against 
the proposed Commercial Bank Bill about 
tobe submitted to Parliament, Itis in- 
deed surmised that the probable resuscita- 
tion and amalgamation of the Commercial 
with some other bank has attracted Mr, 
King to the capital ; and that, to speak 
pininly, Lis object is to defeat the measure 
providing for such purpose and force tho 
luckless bank into liquidation, If this 
were done, an old rival of the Bank of 
Montreal would be for ever put out of the 
way, and no bank with increased capital 
could eyer presume to compete for the bulk 
of the banking business of Cunada. It is 
to be hoped, however, in the interests of 
the widows and orphans who still rely on 
the Commercial as the principal means of 
of their existence, as well as for the char 
acter of the Dominion, at home and abroad, 
thut every facility will be extended to the 
| promoters of the proposed Bill, so that 
the “living asseta’’ still under the control of 
the Commercial may not be lost, and every 
encouragement granted for its resumption 
or amalgamation.”

| FROM OUR OTTAWA CORRESPONDENT. 


Orrawa, Nov. 21, 1867. 


The House was occupied yesterday after- 


| noon with a question of privilege, as to the 
| right of members of the different Provincial 
Cabinets to sit and vote in the Flouse of 
Commons. Mr, Holton argued that by the 
provisions of the Independonce of Parlia- 
ment Act, now in force in the Dominion, 
these gentlemen were prevented from sit- 
ting in the Commons, they being paid 
officers of the Crown, ‘This view was sus- 
tained by Meyers, Blake, Dorion and Howe, 
and combatted by Messrs. Cartier, Johnson 
and Smith, of New Bruaswick, and Morris, 
most of whom admitted that difficulties 
might arise from these officers being mem- 
bers of the Commons, but contended that 
the provisions of the Independence of| 
Parliament Act did not apply in this case, 
as the members of the Executive Councils 
of Ontario and Quebec were not responsible 
to the Privy Council for their acts, nor did 
they receive their salaries from the Ministry, 
and consequently could not be influenced 
by them in giving their votes, It is 
beyond doubt that the Independence otf 
Parliament Act wags to prevent persons 
holding office and receiving pay from the 
Government, and sitting and voting in 
Parliament, because it would be pre- 
sumed that they were influenced by 
those at whose will they held their office. 
And as these members of the Exccutive 
Government of the Provinces do not hold 
office at the will of the Privy Council, nor 
receive their salariés at their hands, hence 
they could not be controlled, therefore the 
Act did not apply. The discussion was 
brought to a close by Sir John A. Mac- 
donald promising to look into the author— 
ities, and give his opinion, when the House 
should again meet. On the 21st, when the 
House met, after some preliminary proceed- 
ings, the leader of the Government moyed 
a resolution referring the question to the 
Committee of Privileges, upon which Mr. 
Holton thanked the Government for the 


candid manner in which they had treated 
the question, 


Orrawa, Noy. 22d, 1867. 


After the close of my letter last night, a 
long debate took place upon a motion 
made by Mr. McCallum “for the evidence 
and proceedings taken at the Court of 
Enquiry, on the conduct of Lt. Col. Dennis 
at Fort Erie on the 2nd June, 1866." The 
motion was resisted by the Mimster of 
Militia on the ground that it wou!d not be 
for the public interest to make the evidence 
public. The’charges had been published, 
and the finding of the Court had also been 
laid before the people; and it was notright 
to'go further. — It was also shewn from 
precedents that all Courts of Enquiry, by 
the military authorities, were private and 
confidential, and had been refused in Courts 
ot Law, by Judges in England, and though 
it was not denied that Parliament had the 
power to demand these papers, still it was 
believed by the Ministry that their publica- 
tion would not tend to good. It was 
forcibly argued by Sir John A, Macdonald, 
that if a volunteer officer was to be subject 
to a parliamentary criticism every time it 
might be supposed he bad made a mistake 
while on duty, no man who had not made 
arms a study and profession, would be 
found to volunteer, and the result would 
be,, disastrous to the Volunteer Militia 
force ; more particularly if this were to take 
place after an honorablet acquital by a 
Court of Enquiry. It was argued on the 
other hand that parliament was omnipot- 
ent, and should haye the papers, that Col. 
Dennis was an officer under the control of 
the Government, and had proved himself 
unworthy of the position he holds and 
should not, therefdre, be continued in oftice. 
There was a good deal of fecling manifest- 
ed by members of the House, from that 
section of Canada where the Fenian 
difficulties occurred. But it was evident 
that the object was to injure Col. Dennis 
in the minds of the people, and while the 
Government were no doubt right in 
rejecting the motion for the address upon 
principle, it cannot but leave the impression 
upon the minds of those who may read the 
debate, that the finding of the Court was 
not justified by the evidence. This was 
boldly stated by those who demanded the 
papers, but as an important principle is at 
stalce, this result has not to be taken into 
consideration. A Court of Enquiry is to a 
Court Martial what a Grand Jury is to a 
Petit Jury. They are preliminary investi- 
gations, the result of which may or may 
not be sent to another court for trial,and as 
no one would think of asking for the 
evidence taken before a Grand Jury, neither 
had any one the right to ask for the 
evidence taken before a Court of Enquiry. 
This doctrine ig laid down by English 
authorities, and is tne result of long and 
thoughtful investigation. 

The remarks made by Sir John A. 
Macdonald, in introducing “An Act to 
“ authorize the apprehension and detection 
“of such persons as shall be suspected of 
u committing acta of hostility or conspiring 
* against Her Majesty’s person and Govern- 
“ment,” were highly important; he stated 
that it was absolutely necessary to ask for 
power to suspend the Habeas Corpus Actas

Mr. Maguire was supported by Henry 
Fawcett, the member for Brighion, and Sir G. 
Bowyer, but Messrs. Hardy, Gladstone and 
Kinglake made strong speeches against the 
motion, and it was finally withdrawn, the opin-

ther consideration of the question. 

An orderly demonstration against the execu- 
tion of the Fenians took place here last night. 
A large number of persons assembled at one of 
the public halle and passed resolutions urging 
the Government to grant a stay of proceedings.

Royal Canadian Bank require it, 
After the suspension of the Commercia 
Bank, they “there was a general dis- 
trust on the part of the public,” and they 
had “also a desire to mitigate and check 
the effects of any such distrust arising 
throughout the country.” The desire to do 
so was certainly very praiseworthy, but 
unfortunately this desire was manifested in 
ainost singular way, yviz.: by sending to 
theiragents a‘ confidential caution " either 
to refuse the bills of the Royal Canadian 
Banks, or toreceive them only ‘on collec- 
tion,” in breach of an arrangement entered 
into in October last, when the Royal Cana- 
dian Bank handed over $50,000 in gold for 
an equivalent sum in legal tender notes, 
which have since béen locked up in the 
yault as gold, and without bearing any 
interest. * The gold, the Bank of Montreal 
can use—the legal tender notes, the Royal 
_ Canadian Bank can not use. It was cer: 
tainly singular, too, that this “ confidential 
caution” was so worded, particularly whon 
there wasso great mistrust, as to lead to 
its being misunderstood by “ even one of 
two” of its agents. | 
Instead, however, of its being misunder- 
stood by only “one or two” of the agents 
of the Bank of Montreal, it was misunder- 
stood at Brockyille, Kingston, Belleville, 
London, Stratford, St. Marys and other 
places, and the agent’of the Bank of Mon- 
treal afGuelph, actually ‘returned to the 
Posiniaster, in Mount Forest,’ four dollars 
in bill of the Reyal Canadian Bank, stating 
at the same time that’ they would only re- 
ceiye them “on collection.” . Was such an 
act as this calculated to “mitigate” or allay 
distrust ? Had it not been for this extraor. 
dinary “confidential caution” I think there 
would have been very little mistrust indeed, 
at least so'far asthe Royal Canadian bank 
is concerned, forits stockholders are scat- 
tered all over the country, and known to 
+the-public asperfectly responsible, but the 
refusal of the bills by the agents of the 
Bank of Montreal was the cause of the run, 


After this “run” had continued several 
days, increased and intensified by this 
action ot the Bank of Montreal, they cer- 
tainly did offer, but they refused to do it 
until gold was placed in their hands here 
to deliver them legal tenders to our agents 
at several points. This Bank was so anx- 
ious to meet the wishes of the public that 
it put on three tellers instead of one here, 
and it kept its doors open each day till 6 
o'clock. It also accepted this offer of the 
Bank of Montreal and placed $50,000 of 
gold on their hands here, when they tele- 
graphed to three of their agents to give 
$50,000 in legal tenders to our agents,— 
This is the ertentiof the assistance that was 

_ given to the Royal Canadian Bank, and 
whien you cohsider that the mistrust was 
caused by their ‘confidential caution,’ 
which not only ‘‘one ortwo” as they say, 
but nearly all their agents: misunderstood, 
A think you will say that with me, that it

rendered. 


As to the further assistance which the 
Directors say they were ready to render by 
the discount of bills receivable, the intima- | 
tion in their minute is the first intimation 
that any in this bank had of their intention 
todo so, This time a telegram was re- 
ceived, saying, “it you want assistance 
come down at once, as matters cannot longer 
continue as they are;) to which’, reply was 
sent: “Thanks for offer—do not require 
assistance.” This offer I certainly did not 
regard as a friendly offer of assistance, but 
Tlooked upon it as a threat, but perhaps 
I did not intrepret it rightly. I supposed 
it to mean this: “That unless the balance 
at your credit be immediately increased, 
more Open measures will be taken to cast 
discredit on your bills.” Perhaps I was 
wrong, but I leave youtojudge. This bank 
has been in the habit of keeping consider- 
able balances in the Bank of Montreal, for 

which they pay no interest until it exceeds 
fifty thousand dollars, when they pay three 
per cent.,and if at any time during the 
month the balance falls under fifty thou- 
sand dollars, no interest is to be charged. 
‘fhe balance, at the time this telegram was 
received, had, owing to heavy drafts from 
the west, fallen below the usual amount, 
although there was still a balance there,— 
You can now judge whether or not I was 
correct in my inference that the telegram 
was a threat and not a friendly offer of as- 
sistance. There was not one word said 
about discounting bills receivable until} now, 
but had the offer been made it would not 
have been accepted as it wasmot needed. 


The paid up capital of the bank is, say 
$600,000, of which, $97,000 is locked up in 
government debentures, $50,000 in legal 
tenders haying ho interest and an 
average balance of $50,000 or over in the 
Bank of Montreal—the two last for the 
privilege of getting the Bank of Montreal 
to take our bills, for which in redemption 
we pey them gold every day, yet on the 
balance in their bands falling below $50,000 
they break a written engagement, which 
required fifteen days notice from either

It is perhaps 
difficult to’ say what yield of gold to the 
ton will pay in’a new district when no large 
quantities of ore have been reduced as so 
many thingy require to be taken into con 
siderations An Australian miner informs 
us that when he left Australia, eight dollars 
per ton would pay handsomely, whereas 
double that yield would not have paid 
“expenses on his arrival there. In the 
Madore district, fuel and labor are cheap, 
wood being $1.50 per cord and labourer’s 
wages about $1.50 per day. Undoubtedly 
$15 per ton would now pay well in Madoc 
if the quartz lode were well defined, say 
of the width of four feet. Opinions differ 
somewhat as‘to the cost of raising and 
crushing a ton, but $5 is the highest csti- 
mate. The. amount is arrived at in this 
way. Four men wil! take out five tonsa 
day. A mill of six batteries to crush five 
tons @ day will, it issaid, cost about $5,000. 
So taking this estimate and guessing at the 
te of crushing, we arrive ut some- 
thing like an idea ot the probable return 
of a mine yielding, for example, $15 per 
ton, 
Wages of men at $1.50............ $6.00 
Crushing 5 tons 10.00 
Material used in crushing... . 4,00 
Miscellaneous expenses... . . 2,00 


$22.00 
Yield of 5 tons at $15. $75.00 


This shows a profit of $53. 


- It must be remembered that gold mining 
is not stopped by winter. The report of 
the select committee appointed by Parlia 
ment to obtain information as to the gold 
region of the Province of Quebec stated 
that (page 5) the miners there found hill 
tunnelling beneath snow as profitable as 
alluvial washing in summer, and one of the 
parties who gave cvidence before the 
committee said that mining is carried on 
there in winter and itismuch easier to 
mine in winter when you are not troubled 
by rain or water coming in. We hope 
that thé Legislature of Ontario will ap 
point a committee to obtain information 
a8 to the extent and resources not only of 
the Madoc gold region, but also of the 
Marmora iron region and the Lake Super- 
for silver region. Our country abounds in 
mineral. wealth and it will be our own 
feult if we do not profit by it.—Monetary

Mines-on the Pacific Coast. 


The United States Commissioner tor the 
collection of Mining Statistics has just 
returned to Washington, after an extended 
tour through the States and Territories of 
the Pacific coast, and is preparing a report 
of his observations, Each district is 
describet in detail, and statistics are 
given of the yield and practical working of 
every prominent mino in the country, with 
comparative statementsshowing tke results 
of existing processes for the concentration 
and amalgamation of ores, and the necessity 
ofimproved systems of reduction. It is 
surprising that in a business so vast, and 
in which so much capital is invested. that 
proper machinery for the separation of the 
precious metal has not yet been secured.— 
Millions of dollars are annually wasted for 
the want of suitable machinery, and the 
commissioner estimates that the loss result- 
ing from tle present wasteful methods of 
extracting the precious metal from the ores 
does not fall short of fifteen million dollars 
per annum, of which a large per centage 
might be saved by the catablishment ot a 
National Mining School. The general 
condition of the mining interest_is repre- 
rented to be healthy and prosperous, and 
the development of the Pacific Slépe in 
respect to other branches of industry is said 
to be absolutely wonderful. 

The statistical returns will show that 

during, the present year the gold product of 
the countries named will be: Montana, $12,- 
000,000; Colorado, $5,000,000; Nevada, 
$19,000,000; Idaho, $6,000,000 ; California 
$25,000,000; Oregon, $2,000,000; Miscel 
laneous, $5,000,000, Indian disturbances 
have somewhat retarded the progress of 
mining operations in Montana and Idaho, 
and almost completely put a stop to that 
branch of industry in Arizons.

It would seem from the exraordinary 
precautions taken by the British Goyern- 
ment at home, that there ig danger of 
further trouble there, The Cork Herald, 
of a late date, writing on the political 
situation existing in Ireland, says: “Extra- 
ordinary precautions against Fenians and 
Fenian raids seem to be the rule everywhere 
at the present moment. The soldiers 
garrisoned here are allowed to sleep on an 
average, we understand, but four nights in 
every week. They are always supplied

Mn. Eprror,—The sale of tickets for the 
readings of Charles Dickens, was publicly 
announced to take place. at the store of 
Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, Tremont street, on 
Monday, Nov. 18th. Your correspondent 
wishing to secure a “ pasteboard,” wended 
his way on the day mentioned, at his earliest 
opportunity (8 o'clock a.m.), to the above 
store, and found, to his great surprise, an 
immense-crowd of people blocking up the 
street in its vicinity, all on the sume errand 
as himself, and was told-that a great many of 
them had been patiently waiting for over'an 
hour, The store was crowded, and some 
half a dozen policemen were necessary to keep 
the crowd ia order, and to: have them take 
their turn as they came, a8 “first come, first 
served,” was the motto. The same condition 
of things existed tliroughout the entire day,

After living very happy, indeed, for many 
years with one whom he wed after the first 
Tull burst of literary applause had come 
up fram England as ‘The Sketches of Boz” 
and “The Pickwick Papers” appeared Chas. 
Dickens and wife separated. This was 
nine years ago, when they parted ; and 
speaking of the sad event, some one (we 
know not whom) has writtens “‘ Nine years 
ago this home. was. destroyed. Tts heads 
went forth frdm its shelter in different 
directions, each surrounded by some 
of the children—each holding tightly to- 
gether lips, which, as if closed by iron 
bands, then »andlSince steadily retused to 
gratify thespublic curiosity as to the cause 
of the separation. Whatever were the ele- 
ments which contributed to this sad ter- 
mination of a unionwhich stretched through 
twenty years, none who have partaken of 
the hospitalities of that home, can feel 
aught but the keenest sorrow and grief.—

THE ALABAMA CLAIMS. 


Mr. Latham, a barrister of London, who 
has made a book ont of months’ 
visit to our people, writes as fol. 
“T have talked with a good many Amer. 
fcans on the subject of the Alabama claims 
and the feeling evinced and the passion 
shown by one or two of them, convinced | 
me ofthe importance of an earlyjsettlement 
of the matter in some or other, T| 
understand that when Mr. Shaw Lefevre | 
was in Washi n, he was astonished at 
an outbreak of temper from Mr. Seward | 
when the subject of the Alabama was men 
tidned, Since the attack was made upon | 
him at the time of Mr, Lincoln’s murder, } 
and since the death of his wife, which was 
cused in great measure by over-fatigue in | 
nursing him after that attack, Mr. Seward, | 
it is said, bas never been the man he was 
before, and his temper has been so. lictle | 
under control as to cause considerable un- 
easiness to bis friends; but f have heard 
other American gentlemen use language 
unmeasured when the Alabama was men 
tioned, On points of national pride Amer 
icans are far more sensitive than -ve are. 
Their feelings are that whenthey were down 
and in distress, France took a dirty advan 
tage of them in the invasion of M >, anc | 
England in the matter of the Alabama, — 
Tbe Freuch haye evacuated Mexico, and 
England must now be called to account. 
This is the general feeling of the nation; 
besides this there is the special grudge 
among the shipowners whose trade 
was diverted in Unglish bottoms, 
end among the merchants whose 
goods are) burnt. A war with England, 
attended by reprisals on the English oom- 
merce; would be as they think, for the 
interest of both merchant and shipowner ; | 
éurther, it would give them a'clance of 
revenge, which Americans Jove more than 
money, With all this, there does not exist 
among them any serious belief in the pro- 
bability of a war with England; but it 
would take very little agitatioa to make 
them thinkof it seriously. The Americans | 

re capable of a stronger loye anc a sironscr | 
hate for England than for any other nation, 
and I really think it may depend somewhat | 
upon the speedy ement of the Alabama | 
claims, one way or another, which it sball | 
be,” 

To which the editor of the London | 
Athenaum, Mr. Hepworth Dixon, responds : 


“No man can travel the United States, 
even though he should eat terrapin daily, 
without hearing from the best friends and 
most courteous hosts the same language.— 
For the moment, through the misleading | 
under which we fell, we have placed our- | 
selves, asa nation, in the same relations to 
America as that in which Austria formerly 
stood towards Italy. America is estranged 
beforeus, Shemay not wishto fight us, 
but she bears us a bitter grudge! and in 
any trouble we should have to reckon’ her 
43 amongst those who would be aguinst us. | 
Such a state of things is perfectly unnatur | 
al and unecessary. We have hurt her, she | 
thinks, Wantonly; and we ought to do| 
everything in our power, parent State, to 
put away the memory of this wrong. ‘ Tell | 
your friends in London,’ said our late Am | 
assador in Washington to an English | 
traveller, who had called to say good by, 
*to settle this Alabama business, and soon, 
unless they have deliberately chosefi to put 
an obstacle inthe way of friendship be- | 
tween the two great branches of our rac 
These were the wise words of a man unriy- 
alled in his knowledge of American feelings 
Sir Frederick Bruce.” | 
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King Theodore and his Bar.| 
barities. 

A letter, dated September 7th, from 
Lieutenant Prideaux, one of the Abyssinian 
captives, has been published. Further 
details are given in it of Theodore’s cruelty 
und ferocity. During a plundering expe- 
dition he attacked a flourishing little town | 
and captured 1,500 of the inhabitants, who | 
were burnt alive in five large houses 
selected for the purpose. On a report | 
reaching from him that 2,000 of the soldjers | 
wished to desert, they were surrounded by 
others and their throats cut like cattle,— 
The mothers, wives, and children of thego | 
wretched men v pistolled by the sol 
diers, and 208 chicfs of the district have 
bad their banda and feet cut off, and then | 
been left to die with starvation. Lieut, | 
Prideaux mentions a case in which the! 
peskants of a district had repulsed the | 
King’s forces. In a letter dated Magdula, 
7th September, Mr. Rassam also gives »| 
pitiable account of the preaent condition | 
of Abyssinia, The rebeilion is now general, 
and the King has considerable difficulty 
in communicating with Magdala Mr 
Ragsam confirms the story that Theodore 
had butchered 2,000 men who had intended | 
to'run away, ancl mentions other cruelties | 
ot a most barbarous character which are | 
reported to have been perpetrated in the | 
royal camp. Yet Mr. Kasgam himself 1s] 
treated by the King with which he calls “a 
mock friendship,” and the chief of tho| 
forttesa behaye to him with great kindness, |

“whether Government have taken means to 
ascertain the views of the American Govern- 
ment on the subject of a Reciprocity Treaty, 
and if not, whether it is their intention to 
endeavor to secure “its renewal—also in the 
event of failing to secure its renewal, what 
course they intend “adopting with reference 
to the granting of Licenses to American fish- 
ermen?” Mr, Cartier replied that the govern- 
ment was fully alive to the importance of the 
Reciprocity Treaty, and that all would be 
done that could be done, consistent with the 
dignity ot the government, in pressing the 
question upon the Cabinet of the United 
States. 

In reply to Mr. Anglin, Mr. Me- 
Dougall said it was the intention of the 
Government to do all they could to improve 
the navigation of all parts of the Dominion, 
as the circumstances of the country would 
permit. 

Mr. Smith enquired “whether it is the 
intention of the Government that the salaries 
of the Judges of the County Courts, recently 
established in New Brunswick, shall be paid 
by the Government of the Dominion of Can- 
ada?” Mr. Cartier replied that it was “not 
only the intention of the Government 
to pay the salaries of the Judges whom they 
appoint, but of all the Judges whom the law 
compelled them to pay.” 

A motion was carried asking for the sur.

Murdor and Suicide. 


The Kingston ews of last evening gives 
particulars of a horrible murder and suicide 
at Pittsburg, near that city, yesterday morn- 
ing.

—The Bill now before Parliament has had the 
effect of sending Commercial Bank Stock up to 


anything from papers not called for, and if 
there be a loss in this respect, 1t is trifling 
in the extreme. The Department could 
not lose anything, comparatively speaking, 
under the present system, for the man who 
takes s paper, is generally willing to pay 
the postage if he never pays the publisher, 
And in case he refuses to take the paper 
from the Post Office, it is the duty of the 
Postmaster to notity the publisher, who 
forthwith stops the paper, making the loss 
insignificant to the Department, while it 
falls heavily upon the publisher. This loss 
to the publisher would be still greater 
under the proposed system, for if the sub- 
scriber obtains his paper without paying 
any postage, he would be more apt to take 
it out of the office, andthe publisher would 
thereby lose, not only the price of his paper, 
but the postuge he has pre-paid. There is 
another very objectionable feature in this 
system which would work injuriously in 
country offices, Postmasters in the country 
are paid a percentage upon their collections. 
Take away from them the receipts of post: 
age for newspapers, and you deprive them 
of an important part of their revenue, 
which would have to be made up to them 
by a direct salary paid by the Department, 


Look at it in the light in which the 
publisher is more directly interested, If 
the proposed system be adopted, a daily 
paper which has a circulation of say 1,000 
subscribers, would have to pay $1,000 
& year postage; one with 10,000, 
$10,000, and 80 on, Take a paper publish- 
ed at $5 a year, and on which perchance 
there may be a profit of 50 cents a sub- 
scriber, the publisher is not only compelled 
to pay, his profit to the Post Office Depart- 
ment, but loses 50 cents a subacriber in 
the bargain. Itmay be said in anawer to 
this that the publisher can chargo the sub- 
ecriber the extra dollar. Any one knowing 
the precarious charscter of newspaper 
subscriptions, knows full well that such a 
thing is simply impossible, It 18 diffeult 
enough to charge and collect sufficient to 
cover the bare cost of the raw material, 
and to attempt to add to this in the shape 
proposed is moustrously absurd.

The Cheese Market, 


(From the Utica Herald, Nov, 26.) 


There are about a thousand boxes on 
delivery at the Little Falls market, Monday, 
18th November, mostly from family dairies. 
Trade continues dull, and prices do not 
improve. The'sales of private dairies ran 
from 12}c. to 14c., the last figure only for a 
few fancy lots. 


But few salesshave been madé of Herki- 
mer county factory cheese during the past 
week.

Remarks on Breeding. 

The Rey. H. Berry, in his, excellent,Es: 
say on Breeding, says: “A person selecting 
a stock from which to breed, -notwithstan- 
ding he has set up for bumself a standard 
of perfections, will obtain thein with 
qualifications of different descriptions and 
in different degrees, In. breeding from 
such he will exer¢ise his judgment} and 
decide . where indispensible or desirable 
qualities are, wanting, and will cross with 
animals with a view to establish them.— 
This proceeding will ‘be of the ‘give and 
take’ kind. He willsubmitto the intro- 
duction of'a trifling defect, in order that 
that h@ may profit by a great excellence; 
and between excellences perhaps somewhat 
incompatible, he will decide on which is 
the greatest and give it the preference. 

“To a farmer beginning improvement, 
the best advice is, to getas good a bull as 
he can; and if he has gota good one of 
his kind, to use him indiscriminately with 
all his cows, and when by this proceeding, 
which ought to be persisted in, his stock 
has, with an occasional change of bull, | 
become sufficiently stamped with desirable 
exceilencies, his selection of males should 
then be made, to eradicate defects which 
he thinks it desirable to get rid of. He 
willnot fail tokeepin view the necessity 
of good blood inthe bulls resorted to, tor 
thabawill give the only assurance that they 
will,transmit their own valuableproperties 
to their off-spring ; but he must not depend 
on this alone, orhe will soon run the risk 
of degeneracy.”
